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What Is Claimed Is As Follows: 
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2. The aesthetically iiifproved walking shoe of Claim 1 wherein 



at least one topically cabled bright ornamental feature possesses 

a luminescent characteristjx ; and wherein such column is loftily hel- 
ical. 

3. The improved walking shoe of Claim 2 wherein there is a 
plurality of said vi^^l warning means, all being undi^yingly att- 
ached at a commonTadapter located at a rearward portion of the walking 
shoe lower-base. 

^. /The structure of Claim 2 wherein the topically carried 
carried ornamental feature takes the form of an incandescent bulb that 
is power^ from a chemical storage-battery that is removably attached 
to the/walking shoe lower-base nearby the rear-end thereof. 

5. The structure of Claim k wherein the at least one helical 
vibratory member is metallic and serves as electrical conductor between 
the chemical storage -battery and an incandescent bulb ornamental feat- 
ure. 
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^ ^ 6. The s^ucture of Claim 5 wherein there is a plurality of 
s^d helical m^^tJallic vibratory members, all being attached through a 
c ommon-adag;b^r to a rearward portion of said walking shoe lower-base and 
in adj^^j^nt proximity to said removably positioned chemical storage»-batt- 
eryy 

?. The structure of Claim k wherein a flexible metallic wire, 
.Surrounded by a helical vibratoj^y' member , serves as an electrical con- 
duit between the chemical forage battery and the at least one incand- 
escent bulb. 

^ ^* '^^^ s-^^Klcture of Claim 7 wherein there are plural pairs of 
j-^i=^xible metalLj^ wirev^and surrounding helical vibratory member^ , all 
:f said pairs b^ng attached through a common-adapter to a rearward portion 
[H of said walking shoe lower-base and in adjacent proximity to said remov- 
ablyypositioned chemical storages-battery. 

9. The structure of Claim 2 wherein the at least one visually 
Jl^brlght topical ornamental feature is itself independently luminescent and 
dthout the need of non-natural electrical power. 
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
